GINCE Mr, Chamberlain's recent 

speeches the constitullon of a 
European Community has gradually 
ussumed more and more defiuiic form 
us one of the pence aims of the Allicd 
Powers. 


Something similar hos also been 
concelved by Hitler, with the differ- 
ence that the Europe of his dreams 
is a German Europe, a Europe ' de- 


‘nlaned to exist under the overlord- 


ship of a victorious Germany. There 
is nothing particularly original in 
this idea, Hitler may have learned 
from school manuals that Napoleon 
I. valnly attempted to group the 
European continent against England, 
The Fuchrer's - present alm Is to 
create a European coalition not only 
against England but against France 
ns well, He hopes to succeed where 
the great Emperor failed and he even 
hopes at the same‘time to — enlist 
France in the ranks of a pan-German 
Europe as the obedient servant of 
Germany agalnst Britain, This is 
the aspiration of a mentally affected 
Individual to go one better than a 


uenius. 


The Europe envisaged by Mr. 
Chamberlain is something different. 
It amounts to the democratically 
conecived coalition of all European 
states, ineliding the British Isles, 
which hnve hitherto definitely op- 
posed and excluded any: such gen- 
ern) combination. Enginnd bas for 
many centuries obstinately adhered 
to the political tradition of a Europe 
divided in the interest of the Bal- 
ance of Power. This new and strik- 
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-}has Imposed upon 


ing change of British policy js an ad- 
mission of the economic interdepend- 
ence of Europe and the British Em- 
plre. Only when lasting peace ia 
finally guaranteed in Europe will In- 
ternational trade depression be re- 
placed by o new cra of prosperity in 
which ench part of the Empire will 
have considerable interests to pur- 
suc. 


Europe's population ‘amounts to 
over five hundred millfons. This 
great sectlon of the world has since 
the war of 1914-1918 been establish- 
ed on a completely wrong footing as 
far os Interndtlonal trade is concern- 
ed. Its requirements have been re- 
duced, and Its abundant and varicd 
production has often had to be mar- 
keted through unorthodox charinels. 
Since that tlme, Europe has been re- 
garded nas too densely populated, for 
the reason that each of the European 
countries found it difficult to pro~ 
vide for its eltizens on the basis of 
its own national economy, This ap- 
-plied in principle to all European 
states—the sole difference belng that 
in some the distress of the majority 
of the population was openly avow- 
ed, whilst in athers an attempt was 
made through protective tariffs and 
discrimination against foreign lab- 
our to safeguard a special right to 
prosperlty—a process which became 
more difficult from year to year. 

This situation is largely due to the 
existence In Europe of small and 
distinct national economic systems, 
whose number was increased by the 
Peace Trenties of the First World 
War, 


From the moment_ that euch tn- 
dividual European country Js able 
to reckon with the European market 
us a Whole it will be clear that the 
seemingly confirmed theory of an 
overpopulated Europe becomes noth- 
Ing more than,a legend. Each Europ~ 
enn country, regarded individually, 
is too densely populated, but the 
European continent, regarded as a 
whole, will mo longer be In this 
state. The present reduced demand 
will increase to enormous propor- 


Allied Collaboration 


HE Parliamentary Delegation 
which has just passed afew days 
in London under the leadership’ of 
M. Yvon Delbos, President of the 
unified Franco-British Group, and of 
which I was a member, has been 
favourably impressed and has learn-. 
ed much that is useful, Any act cal- 
culated to reinforce the Allies’ morale 
and to porfect their solidarity of 
actlon is of extreme value. A jolnt 
deliberation of the representatives 
of the two great Democracies can 
but serve the progress of the or: 
ganisatlon of victory. 

Our conversations had the two- 
fold advantage of encouraging in- 
dividual contacts and ‘of strengthen- 
ing the collective confidence in the 
desinies of both countries. In all 
his specches M. Yvon Delbos strong- 
ly emphasised the reasons why the 
Parliaments born of the popular will 
should give the situation their mos! 
careful attentlon with a view to 
the adoption of the surest and 
speediest methods to assure 
the victory of the Allied arms. This 
recommendation coincided with the 
desire of all the British speakers, 
who were equally decided . to rid 
Europe of any kind of Hitlerlan 
dictatorship and to reconstruct it on 
sound and equitable lines. 

The debates took place in an at- 
mosphere of perfect frankness. Each 
tried to present his arguments ac- 
cording to his conviction with the 
sole object of establishing a clear 
vision of the supreme interests of 
France and Great Britain. Despite 
the difference of language it was 


easy to reach an understanding, for 


the members present were in every 
way dispospd to rectify their pre- 
Judices or their errors if convinced 
that ao loftier and more efficient .con- . 
teption of their duty merited adop- 
tion. . 

It was a most encouraging 
spectacle of two patriotisms, cach 
with its own special virtues, in- 
variably ending by agreeing upon the 
most practical proposition for the 
triumph of the democratic cause. Let 
it not be imogincd that oll this was 


encournge ogreoment to oa certain 
extent, but they alone are not suf- 
ficient. These must also be a sincere 
effort of understanding, and the Bri- 
tish .memberd were by no means 
lacking in this. They have measured 
the immenge sacrifices which France 
herself for long 
months, about all since the outbreak 
of hostllitles. They fully appreciate 
the part played by the French land 
and alr forees as.well as the value 
lot the French leadors.. They. paid 
a tribute.to the collaboration of the 
French fléet, whose rare qualitles, 
they ‘have discovered. ‘They have 
further exactly calculated what re- 


pure courtesy. True good manners - 


tlons and the labour and assistance 
of other continents will be required 
in order tawsatisty it. 


The fact that the victors in the last 
World War overlooked the necessity 
of a European Collectivity Is largely 
responsible for the present conflict. 
This time it is fortunate that the 
European idea has already emerged, 
long before peace Is In sight, for

The most wonderful cxample of 
this kind is the North American Con- 
tinent. Apart from the necessary con- 
flict of the American Civil War, the 
United States have Iived in peace, 
despite the co-existence under their 
flag of individuals of the most 
widely differing nationalities, outlook 
and races, A smaller, but perhaps 
still more characteristic example was 
offered by the German Relch. Up 
to the establishment of the North 
German Customs Unton and, Jater, 
the All-German Customs Union, the 
German races hod lived in a state of 
traditional enmity, which invariably 
revolved itself into new armed con- 
filets. The political union of Ger~ 
many was the natural and unforced 
result of economic union. And the 
same process would take place in 
the event of a European economic 
coalition, even if some time had to 
elapse before the elaboration of a 
common policy.

FoR a perfectly typical demonstration of the working 
of the Hong Kong Mind, it would be difficult to bet- 
ter the reception widely given to the Imperial Govern- 
ment’s White Paper on the new colonial policy. ; 

Generally speaking, the Colony examined the pro- 
posals with a beautifully detached air and a. profound 
confidence in its objectivity, and decided that as we 
should need all of a brass neck and more to submit any 
claim upon the bounty of the British taxpayer, there was 
‘nothing in the White Paper and its bold and expensive 
programme of enlightened colonial development for us. 
We could applaud but there interest could cease. 

The underlying principles back of the White Paper, 


justice and humanity, the implicit recognition of the Im-. 


perial Government that all is not as it should be in the 
colonies, appear to have been (discreetly?) overlooked. 

I. seems desirable, however, to go far beyond the 
simple question: What share are we likely to get of the 
net expenditure of £5,500,000 per annum? It will readily 
be agreed that Hong Kong cannot, reasonably, make any 
claim upon the. Imperial: exchequer, but it cannot be 
agreed that we are not in urgent need of the services con~ 
templated by the White Paper. : 

For there is much more in the White Paper than a 
programme of financial assistance. There is the admis- 
sion that “although much has been accomplished, fur- 
ther development . . . can improve the inhabitants’ 
standard of life.” There is, implied, full realisation that 
an immense effort is needed to bring social services up to 
a proper standard, to achieve better housing conditions, 
to secure a wide extension of primary education and to 
provide more generous health services. : 

‘ It might, indeed, be a recapitulation of Hong Konpg’s 
most urgent problems and shortcomings. And if Hong 
Kong does not need an Imperial subsidy in order to fin- 
ance the tackling of those problems; it is a direct chal- 
lenge to our past procrastinations and our reluctance to 
make that “adjustment of taxation (which) would, with- 
out injustice, raise larger revenues.” . : 

_ “Assistance from the United Kingdom,” the White 
Paper emphasises, ‘should be. related to what the Colon- 
ies can:do for themselves.” And the Colony’s speedy ac--. 
ceptance of the position that we could not-ask for assist- 


ance, is immediately a most interesting cdnfession that. 


we are quite capable of achieving the objects of the new 
policy out of our own resources. nes ; 

This is not, perhaps, the happiest time to press for 
early action. We are busily arguing methods of raising 
substantial sums to contribute to the British war chest. 


But Government will, we feel sure, submit a comprehen- | 


sive development programme to the Colonial Office, do as 
much as it can despite the war, and when the exigencies 
of the times cease as a factor, there will not, we hope, 
survive that spirit which insisted on insertion into the 
recommendations of the so-called War Revenue Com- 
mittee the proviso: ‘' All special taxation ‘must come off 
as goon as the war is terminated). “0

For the public at large, the pre- 
sent plan represents the fourth In- 
crease of toxation from the begin- 
ning of the China Incident.

The newest part of the plan fs the 
revised system of direct - national 
taxation, which includes introduc 
tion of an Income Tax In Japan. 

According to the English and 
French precedents, the income tax 


includes: firstly a series of classified. 


tnxes which bear on the different 
sorts of revénues according to their 
character, a different burden being 
levelled on land revenue, for in- 
stance, then on salaries; and second- 
ly, o general income tax which is 
levied on the total combined income 
of the richest tax-payers. . 

“The classified income taxes. will 
rank in six categories, each with its 
awn rate of taxation. Real estate 
tops the list with a taxation of 10% 
which also applies to the second 
category, dividends, and interests. 
Commercial enterprises will be taxed 
ot a rate of 8.6%, while other enter- 
prises will pay 7.5%. Salaried men 
and lalourers will be taxed at a rate 
of 6%. ‘ 

Criticism may be expected in the 
Diet to be directed among other 
points against taxation of salaried 
men, of a 6 per cent Income tax on 
small carnings will be heavy burden 
when added to the indirect daxes.

Tho outlook, after Mr. Gandhi 
hod welcomed a Promising statement 
{from Lord Linlithgow, had seemed 
hopeful. It ts obvious that the Bri- 
tish Government is uneasy, o5 it 
faces on unreconciled Indio, and 
wishes to reach a settlement. 


The spectacle of this Peninsula, 
standing under our flog in silent pro- 
test, while woe wage our war for 
Nberty, js the most damaging of all 
bossible commentaries on our cause. 
We must now govern. the greater 
putt of this vast country by emcr- 
gency ordinances, because eight of 
the eleven Provincial Ministries have 
restgned. They refused to counten- 
ance the pretence that India is any-~ 
thing better than o conquered Bri- 
tish possession. 


We had chosen to declare it n belli- 
gerent in this war without asking its 
people's consent, And now we must 
pay for our rulers’ Inck of-smagina- 
tlon. 


This protest has had Its effect on 
men's minds all the world ‘over. 
it was the theme of many a sting- 
Ing leading artlolo, American clti- 
zene shrugged thelr shoulders and 
sald to each other that the Britleh 
Emptre fe what It alwaye was. Tho 
failure to reconcile India ranke 
high among tho reasons that wil! 
keep the United States neutral. 


The Viceroy has promised that 
Indja shall be a Dominion imme- 
diately after the war on one condl- 
tion — that Muslims and Hindus 
meanwhile compose their differences. 
Dominion status, we ore told, means 
what it ought to mean, the rights 


defined by tho Statute of Westmins- 
fer, which amount,-in effect, to in- 
dependent nationhood. 
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What Is Amiss? 


Only one reservation is mentioned 
in the telegrams. Tha responsibility 
for her own defence will be withheld 
from Indla, it is said, for thirty years. 
What, then, is amiss? F 

Mr. Gandhi's brief explanation fs 
Perfectly clear to anyone familar 
with Indian thought. : ; 

But it fs not rendily. understood 
even in the Labour Party, and some 
explanation may be required. 

The central issue on which the 
negotfations at Delhi broke down is 
as vital as it is elementary. Who is 
to be the architect of the Political 
structure within which Indians are 
to live? Are we to design it for them, 
or are they to plan it for themselves? 

They claim to be a nation. This 
Promise of Dominion status means 
that we concede thelr claim. Very 
well,.then, how do we treat other 
nations in a comparable situation? 

We hope, In the event of victory, 
to bring Uberty to the Austrians. It 
would never enter our heads to draw 
Up a Constitution for them at West- 
minster or In Paris. They must 
deelde for themselves whether they 
wish to remuin a part of Germany, 
recovered, as we hope, for demo- 
cracy, or to form a separate State, 


a * 


A Republic? 


Is.it to be a Republic? That is their 
affalr, We may have our wishes and 
opinions, but they must setile all this, 
and much more, for themselves at 
Vienna. And, ac a matter of course, 
we should concéde as much even to 
natlons less entitled to’ our respect 
than the Austrians. 

But, in the case of India, it ts Axed, 
as an obstinate principle, in our 
rulers’ minds that God's Englishman 
must plan the house in which In- 
dlans are to live. Our Civil Servants 
will do the drafting; our Parliament, 
clause by clause, will debate the Bill. 
The votes of white men responsible 
to the electors of Govan and -Clap-. 
ham and Cardiff will decide whether 
India shall have two Chambers or 
one, a wide or a propertied franchise. 

To be sure, there is a promise that 
we will call in and consult al! the 
creeds and interests and minorities 
discoverable in this sub-continent, 
We did this once before, with the re- 
sult that stands on record. We dis- 
covered all the minorities but we 
failed to find the Indian nation. When 
it got its chance, it rejected our Con- 
stitution,

Curious Woman Who .Always Dreams” The 


QNE day last July my wife and } 
were dining with the people who 
live two doors off from us. 

I know that sounds all wrong, be- 
cause one jsn’t supponed to know 
one’s neighbours, but the fact ‘re- 
mains that we do, and we were din-

to a certain Mrs, Dean. 
ere wasn't any sign of n Mr. 
Dean, so I suppose she was a widow 
or something, She looked forty-ish 
or ashode more (yuu can’t tell nowa- 
days), nnd quite nice to tall to.

Anywny, I asked her what she'd 
backed, merely as on matter of inter- 
est, and she snid, “Mc?

I sald “Mahmoud? .. . . I'm afraid 
I've never heard of it, but how do 
you know it’s golng to win?"

You aren't 
Kolng to tell me that you've ever 
drenmed ‘the winner ‘of the Derby 
beforchond and got it right?”

Well, I didn't quite believe her, but

especinily when they are fellow-= 
Ruests and more or. less strangers, 
You can’t very well laugh, so I pre- 
tended to buy it. I sald, “How very 
peculiar!” And she sald, “Oh, that's 
nothing. Peculiar things have been 
happening to me all my life. It's 
perfectly sickening.” 


And she went on to tell me an- 
other of these experiences—and real- 
ly! I, don’t know what you'll think, 
but it struck me os rather on the 
toll side.

Sir Arthur MacNalty, Chief Medi-" 
cal OMicer to the Board of Education 
at home, writes in his report, “While 
we are yet far from perfection, school 
children of to-day in general health, 
in physique ond jn stature are in- 
finitely better than when the school 
medical service began its task.” He 
ndded that the general impression ~ 
produced by the reports from dlffer- 
ent parts of the United’ Kingdom 
were cheering, although there were 
still arens where no improvement 
could be reported. During the year 
nutrition for 1,674,023 children was 
assessed, In 14.5 per cent. it wa 
found to be excellent; In 74.2 per 
cent, normal; in 10.8 per cent, slight~ 
ly sub-normal and-in 0.5 per cent. 
bad. ‘ 

These nutrition surveys arc of par- 
ticular value In that the authorities 
have a clear Indication ns to which 
districts are suffering from economic 
stress, For instance, the figures show 
that subnormal nutrition has been 
slightly on the Increase in Durham 
County and Whitehaven. Gateshead 
jumps from 22.1 per cent. to . 29.7 
per cent., but, on the other hand 
Newcastle shows an improvement 
over 1937 but has not yet reached 
the figures of 1936 and 1935. Jar- 
row, which is notably a black spot 
jn economic welfare, showed that 
26.7 per cent, of some 3,000 examin- 
ed, were of subnormal nutrition, The.

The British survey showed that 
during the past year some 687,855 
children in England were being pro- 
vided with free meals. This figure 
showed an increase in the number for 
1936 when 535,300 children were 
under observation. The London 
County Council had recently made 
an interesting experiment as to the 
type of food most nourishing for the 
child and’ although the menus could 
not be applied to Hongkong, they 
are of value. A small number of 
children were fed for a time by the 
so-called Oslo method and compared 
with a similar number. of children 
who were fed in the usual way on 


The statistics the doctor gives are 
overwhelming. He points out that 
under the Hitler regiine — some 
years before the war-—discase had 
increased enormously. Rickets — ‘a 
sure sign of vitamin defictency — is 
everywhere evident; “in Dortmund 
55 per cent. of ‘the. children are 
stricken; in’ Munich only 3.5 per 
cent. are free from its symptoms.” 

The German death rate has in- 
creased for every age group, but 
particularly for the years 1—16 and 
20—45. Even In 1935—1936 only 75 
per cent. of the men called up were 
fit for active service; by 1938 only 
55 per cent. were acceptable. 

This very serious state of offuirs 
should make any Government ask 
whether the policy it is pursuing is 
worth while. ;
